Although France has a heavy sur- 
plus of soft wheat, hard wheat is 
rfeeded for milling purposes, and that 
country is ready to take Canadian 
hard wheat. <A broadening out of 
Mussolini's agricultural program in 
Italy indicates a lessening of the em- 
phasis placed on wheat production 
there. Italy's wheat barriers may be 
somewhat relaxed as a result. 

While fear of war cutting off food 
supplies may have been a factor in 
the initiation of the present agricul- 
tural policies in Europe, Dr Grindley 
believes it is no longer an influence. 
The main idea seems to be to keep 
the large agricultural populations of 
Europe contented and prosperous. 

From this point of view the policy 
pursued has been undoubtedly~effec- 
tive. Farmers in Great Britain and 
Germany are highly prosperous, com- 
paratively, he said. The United King- 
dom has not gone as far as other 
European countries in tariffs, but has 
gone farther in quotas and fixed 
prices. French and Belgian farmers 
with their small holdings cannot be 
compared readily with Canadians, 
but they too are benefitting from 
assistance and protection. 


Sows Wheat From ’Plane 


Soviet Union Finding Method Suc- 
cessful Over Wide Area 

More than a million acres of grain, 
in preparation for the harvest of 
1935, will be sown in the Soviet 
Union from aeroplanes. 

Air-sowing, first tried experiment- 
ally in 1931, now has been declared 
a success. In the quality of work, 
sowing from aeroplanes equals that 
done either by hand or by tractor- 
drawn machines, the government's 
agricultural experts have found, 

And the speed with which the job 
can be done is greatly in excess of 
any other method. 

In 1933, it has been announced, 
each aeroplane engaged in. sowing 
seeded between 1,000 and 1,250 acres 
in a day, planting a total of 1,000,- 
110 acres, an area, that will be some- 
what increased for 1935. 

In addition, it is deglared, districts 
sown from the air showed a yield 10 
per cent. greater than similar fields 
sown by hand. 

Aeroplanes equipped for grain 
planting carry seed in large tanks 
from which it drifts down to the 
land. Best results, it has been de- 
termined, are achieved when pilots 
keep an absolutely straight line be- 
tween two markers set up to guide 
them, and shave the ground as close- 
ly as possible. 

Also among the advantages claim- 
ed for the new method is that, from 
aeroplanes, super-early sowing-—an 


important advantage. in view of the 
short Russian summer-——is possible.

| Little Journeys In Science 


DYES

Recently a French silk manufac- | 
turer displayed eighty-six different 
shades of the color green, showing 
to what perfection the art of dyeing 
has been brought. Thought to have 
originated in India many centuries | 
ago, dyeing was at first confined to 
the production of just three colors, | 
red, obtained from the madder plant; 
blue from indigo, and purple, from 
shellfish. These early dyes were of 
fine quality and are still to "= seen 
in the mummy cloths in archaic col- 
lections. These cloths glow with 
rich colourings of purple and red. 


In the city of Florence, Italy, a 
method of preparing purple dye from 
certain lichens, was discovered in 
the thirteenth century, and in 1472 
the first dye company was incorpor- 
ated in London. It was not, however, 
until the eighteenth century, when 
scientists interested themselves in the 
perfection of dyeing processcs, that 
the industry became the important 
one that it is to-day. Coal-tar pro- 
ducts were introduced into the pro- 
cess in 1856 by a young British chem- | 
ist, William Henry Perkins, Perkins 
was working with aniline, a sub- 
stance taken from coal tar, in an 
effort to find quinine. Instead, he dis- 
covered amazing coloring properties 
of certain aniline compounds, which | 
led to a broader field, revealing dye 
properties in a large number of coal 
tar products. His work, which re- 
sulted in cheaper and more versatile 
dyes, brought him a fortune and a 
knighthood, while industry was fur- 
ther revolutionized by the utilization 
of coal tar, which had hitherto been | 
considered useless. 

Artificial dyes are superior to those | 
found in nature, because of their | 
much greater variety and adapt- | 
ability, qualities which are continu- 
ally being further developed in chemi- 
cal laboratories.

GRAIN AGENCY 


Winnipeg. — Hastablishment of a 


grain agency at London will be en- | 


tirely independent of Canadian wheat 
pools and other export agencies, 
David L. Smith, former foreign rep- 
rescntative of the pools’ central sell- 
ing agency, said here. He will sail 
for England early in November. 

Mr. Smith will operate as an in- 
dependent private trader. At Lon- 
don he will establish a sample mar- 
ket where Canadian grains can be 
inspected and their qualitiss dis- 
cussed with European buyers. 
Through this medium he is hopeful 
of establishing a contact that will 
assist materially in the sale of Cana- 
dian wheat and other grains abroad. 

In England Mr. Smith acts as the | 
accredited representative of a num- 
ber of Canadian export houses, in- 
cluding the Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan wheat pools. He believed earlier 
report which said the agency had 
been decided upon as a joint effort 
of several Canadian export houses 
and the two pools, carried a wrong 
impression. He will act as salesman 
on his own account. 

Calgary.—Establishment of David 
L. Smith, of Winnipeg, as a grain 
agent in London to increase sales of 
Canadian grains will be entirely in- 
dependent of the Alberta wheat pool, 
R. D. Purdy, manager of the pool, 
said. Anything Mr. Smtih may ac- 
complish will be separate from the 
pools’ efforts in the export field. 

“Mr. Smith is going to London as 
a salesman on his own account, I un- 
derstand,” Mr. Purdy said. “If he

Rome,—New efficiency in the air 
for Italy was provided for by Premier 
Mussolini, acting as minister of avia- 
tion, and Guido Jung, minister of fin- 
ance, in a bill they presented to the 
chamber of deputies. 

Th bill authorizes the expenditure 
of 1,200,000,000 lire ($100,000,000) for 
“the complete renewal of aeroplanes 
and accessory material.” 


Regulate Potato Marketing 


Ottawa.—A decision to apply for 
the setting up of a scheme under the 
Natural Products Marketing Act to 
regulate the marketing of potatoes 
in eastern Canada was practically 
reached at a session of the potato 
conference, representing growers, 
dealers and governments in Ontario, 
Quebec, Nova Scotia, Prince Edward 
Island and New Brunswick. The con- 
ference is attempting. to work out 
plans of orderly marketing for the 
present bumper potato crop in order 
to ensure the farmers as good 4s pos- 
sible a return.

For Naval Equality 


Japanese Present Their Claim To 
U.S. Representatives 

London.—The Japanese presented 
their claim for naval equality to rep- 
resentatives of the United States, as 
they had done in meetings with the 
British. No action was taken and 
no official statements were issued, 
but it seemed obvious that a long 
and knotty discussion faced the rep- 
resentatives of the world’s three 
leading naval powers. 

British and Americans feel that the 
existing treaties already contain suf- 
ficient guarantees for equality in 
security.

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NEW ZEALAND’S GOVERNOR-GENERAL AT HOME 


Damage Is Expected To Reach 
Amount Exceeding $1,200,000,000 
Shanghai, China.—The losses to the 

Chinese farmers and peasants occa- 
sioned by the prolonged drouth and 
record heat wave of the past spring 
and summer are expected to exceed 
$1,200,000,000, according to a report 
issued by the national famine relief 
commission, which is based on re- 
ports received from the stricken dis--| 
tricts. 

In the 10 provinces, 263 districts 
have sent in reports declaring a total | 
of approximately 26,750,000 acres of | 
cultivated lands have been affected | 
by the drouth. | 

When all surveys are completed it 
is expected the drouth losses will | 
reach a more appalling total than 
even the very pessimistic estimate of 
the national famine relief commis- | 
sion. 

A survey conducted by the depart- | 
ment of agricultural economics of the 
national agricultural research bureau 
of the ministry of industries reveals 
the damage caused by the drouth in 
the two provinces of Kiangsu and 
Chekiang alone is in excess of $528,- 
800,000. The area affected in these 
two provinces is only about one-| 
third of the total area of the 10 
provinces hit by the drouth.

“In other words, it may be held 
that so far as the fixing of labor 
conditions for men, it is better that 
employers and employees be permit- 
ted to come to an agreement among 
themselves,_-and juridicially extend 
such agreements, than have govern- 
mental interference.” 

This procedure, the Gazette states, 
was held by Quebec authorities to be 
a better solution of present-day labor 
problems than that of governmental 
interference.
